New Attitude 
Toward Russia

Washington, Feb. 13 — (IP) — The 


Truman 
administration was re- 


ported 
today 
to be taking a new 


overall loo at American foreign 
policy to determine just where the 
United States now stands in the 
conflict with Russia. 


The study is being made by the 


national s e c u r i ty council. This 
agency embraces the state depart 
ment, the defense department and 
other government agencies. 


Rsponsible officials 
said 
that 


the aim of the 
present review, 


which is the latest in a series ol 
such studies to keep President Tru- 
han and the cabinet currently in- 
formed of'where we stand", 
is 


not expected to produce any new 
turn in the direction of major for- 
eign policy. 


It may, however, lead to some 


answers of questions raised by the 
long argument over the projected 
hydrogen bomb, its possible uses 
and its impact on world affairs. 


Open questions arc said to in- 


clude: Whether the United States 
is more powerful in relation 
to 


Russia as the result of 
the 
H- 


bomb possibilities, how long it may 
be expected to 'hold any edge 
it 


has, what effect the possible new 
weapon will have on this nation's 
strategic planning and 
how the 


bomb should be used. 


Informed authorities regard the 


question of use as one of the mos 
difficult. It involves the dctermi 
nation — that actually may not bo 
firmly settleld for a long time— of 
whether as a matter of high poll 
cy the United States should 
re 


serve so devastating a weapon for 
use in Totalisation onliy or whether 
it should use the H-bomb like any 
other weapon as soon as that be- 
fonie strategically desirable fol- 
lowing the start ol a war.
